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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ferrari et al. (WO 03/083125), in view of botli Gardan et 
al. (IVIol. IVIicrobiol., 1997, 24: 825-837) and Hal<amada et al. (Biosci. Biotechnol. Biochem., 2000, 64: 2281-2289). 

Applicant's arguments are not new and were previously addressed. The applicant asserts that the examiner did not explain why one of 
skill in the art would be motivated to make the proposed modifications. In response, it is noted that the explanation was provided in the final 
Office action of 06/1 7/201 0. The applicant argues that the examiner failed to provide any reason why one of skill in the art wouldl have 
selectively inactivated rocA, F, or D. In response, it is noted that Ferrari specifically teach inactivating at least one gene selected from the 
group consisting of rocA, rocF, rocD, ycgN, and ycgM (see p. 91, lines 1 and 2). Thus, one of skill in the art would have had to select from 
a finite, small number of genes a(nd not from a numerous number of genes, as the applicant argues). One of skill in the art would have 
found it obvious to select rocA, F, or D (i.e., three genes) out of a group consisting of only five genes. 
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
